Boyne Board delays building decision 


After more than an hour of 
discussion among parents, 
teachers and school board mem- 
bers, the Boyne City School 
Board failed to agree on the 
proper plan to build classrooms 
to eliminate the overcrowding 
situation the school system faces. 

The plan presented to the 
board members was developed 
by a special facility committee af- 
ter many weeks of work. The 
proposal was to move the seven- 
th and eighth grades to the high 
school building, building about 
eight new classrooms at the high 
school to accommodate them. 

By moving the students, the 
facility committee felt that would 
free up enough classrooms at 
both the elementary school and 
the middle school for many years. 

The school board rejected the 
plan after many concerns were 
expressed by parents and 
teachers. 

The board, led by the thinking 
of President Richard May, 
decided a better plan might be 
the building of five new 
classrooms at the elementary 
school and four new classrooms 
at the middle school. 

May suggested that the cost of 
building at both sites would be 
about the same as building up to 
twelve additional classrooms at 
the elementary school. 

The problem of school over- 
crowding has developed because 
of the growth of the community. 
For the past few years, incoming 
kindergarten classes have had 
over 100 students start the school 
year. 

The school board, wishing to 
insure a quality education for the 
children, started a program of 
using smaller class sizes with the 
incoming class three years ago. 
They are now using five 


classrooms for each class up to 
the third grade. 

If the schoo] system elects to 
continue with the smaller class 
sizes, and the incoming kin- 
dergarten classes remain the 
same, the school will run out of 
classroom space as early as next 
year. Presently classroom size 
has about 20 to 25 students per 
teacher. 

The smaller classroom size 
was started after parents asked 
the system to lower the class size 
and the board agreed. At the 
time, it Was thought the smaller 
the class size, the better 
education the students would 
get. 

That thinking is still a concern 
of the parents and the school 
system and has led to the current 
situation. 

Members of the facility com- 
mittee were asked to provide an 
answer to the growing pains of 
the system. A previous facility 
committee could not agree on a 
plan that would eliminate the 
projected overcrowding. 

The plan was presented to the 
school board at their last regular 
meeting in February and the 
board members were supposed 
to decide if the plan was workable 
at Monday night's meeting. 

Board members heard how a 
similar plan works in the Harbor 
Springs School system from 
Dave Guzniezak but many paren- 
ts said that plan may not work 
here as we are not Harbor 
Springs. 

Many other parents were 
against the move of the seventh 
and eighth graders to the high 
school. 

With the introduction of 
building classrooms at two sites, 
some of the members of the 
audience thought the plan may be 


BF schools settle 
contract with teachers 


Boyne Falls Schools ended a 
six-month old stalemate when 
school officials and the faculty 
agreed and ratified a three-year 
teachers’ contract last week. 

The pact calls for consecutive 
pay raises with no change in the 
insurance coverages, two of the 
main bargaining points which 
caused the stalemate. 

Superintendent Robert Red- 
mond said he was pleased to see 
the contract negotions over. 
Redmond had hoped they would 
be completed before he left as 
superintendentin April. 

The new contract is retroac 
tive back to the beginning of the 
school year and includes a six 
percent increase for 1986-87, six 
percent in 87-88 andanother six 
and-a-quarter percent increase in 
1988-89. The amount of increase 
was a compromise to what the 
twosides had originally sought. 

Both the school and the 
teachers’ union said the increases 
are in line with those of other 
school districts of the same size in 
thisarea. 

The amount of money willkeep 
.the school district “in the middle 
of the pack” as to pay scales of 
northern Michigan school distric 


ts. Future salaries will also keep 
the school in the middle of the pay 
scale. 

Originally, the school board 
has asked for a four percent in- 
crease for each year of a three 
year contract. while the teachers 
wanted a 7.75 percent increase 
each year. 

The teachers will remain with 
insurance coverage provided by 
Michigan Education Special Ser. 
vices Association (MESSA) 
regardless of premiums. 

The contract stipulates the 
school, parents and teachers on 
the curriculum committee study 
aseven period class schedule and 
report the findings to the school 
board. 

Other portions of the contract 
deal with minor language 
changes. 

The settlement was agreed 
upon by a special meeting of the 
Boyne Falls School Board 
February 2ist, The teachers had 
agreed upon the contract 
February 19th. 

The agreement canceled a fact- 
finding meeting which was to 
have been held yesterday, March 
3.

Mother and Grandmother 
always depended on the Watkins 
or Raleigh man for most of their 
herbs and spices. These salesmen 
were always welcomed into farm 
homes with their suitcases filled 
with spices, soaps, medicines, 
salves and limiments for both 
beasts and men. Their companies 
gave out cook books or pamphlets 
('ve read a few) and their recipes 
are still very good. 

However, before Grandma's 
time almost every good cook was 
quite familiar with the herbs 
growing in her garden and in the 
wild. She had to prepare and dry 
her own for medicines and flavor. 
We are now returning to that 
wonderful idea of growing our 
own or buying them from the 
people who do. They are fresh or 
dried and one can buy the plants 
and grow them in our gardens, 
flowerbeds or in a sunny window. 
We are again beginning to know 
rosemary, fennel, basil, chives as 
well as sage, dill, parsley and 
other plants that our forefathers 
knew so well. They enrich our 
lives with their fragrances as 
wellas our taste buds. Many of us 
are making our own potpourris or 
buying them to hang in our kit- 
chens and closets. 

Dill is prevalent in most Scan- 
dinavian recipes. My friend, An- 
ne Jenkins who has a Norwegian 
heritage prepared this next 
recipe. As one of her guests I en- 
joyed her fish dinner, and she 
gave me this recipe. 

SCANDINAVIAN HERBED 
FISH STEAKS 
8tablespoons dill weed 
1 tablespoon onion powder 
2 teaspoons powdered mustard 
1% teaspoons garlic powder 
% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon pepper 
1% cup lemon juice 
2tablespoons vegetable oil 
4fish steaks 44 inches thick 
(she used fresh salmon) 

In small bow] combine dill, 
onion powder, mustard, garlic, 
salt, pepper and lemon juice and 
oil, Place fish in a shallow pan. 
Pour marinade over fish. Turn 
fish to coat well. Cover and 
refrigerate 30 minutes. Remove 
from marinade. 

Bake in a 400 degree oven 
brushing with marinade oc- 
casionally until fish flakes easily 
when tested with a fork. Check 
for doneness after about 15 
minutes of baking.

Have you been SNIOPing 
lately? Maybe your PMA needs 
refueling. Do these terms sound 
strange? Ask any East Jordan 
Middle School seventh grader 
and they will tell you what they 
mean, 

Mary Biagini, Alternative 
Program teacher for Char-Em 


Intermediate Schoo} District, in- 


troduced the seventh graders to 
these terms when she spoke to 
them about positive attitudes 
and how you develop them. 
Giving them a list of things such 
as positive feedback, smile, say 
something positive to yourself, 
set goals, express your feelings, 
accept and respect yourself and 
others, she explained to them 
about PMA (Positive Mental At- 
titude). 

With examples and theatrics 
she helped the seventh graders 
see that they often choose to 
SNIOP (become Susceptible to 
Negative Influence of Others) by 
allowing the negative to over- 
whelm the positive and not com- 
bating it with something 
positive. Students volunteered 
examples of peer group pressure, 
kidding, gossiping, ignoring as 
ways frequently used toSNIOP. 

Mrs. Biagini asked the studen- 


psychiatric social worker at 
Lockwood-MacDonald Hospital 
in Petoskey, worked with the 
seventh graders on values and 
making value judgments. 

She gave the seventh graders 
a list of values such as honesty, 
friends, prestige, recognition, 
helping others, power, and asked 
them to rank them from their 
own personal perspective.

Selissen has already started 
the clean-up work and_ ig 
preparing plans for a remodeling 
ofthe bar area. 

The fire apparently started in 
the bar area, causing damage to 
the bar, the walls and ceiling of 
the popular location. The up- 
stairs living area received smoke 
damage. 

Selissen and his daughter, 
Sharon, were sleeping when they 
were awakend and called the 
Boyne City Fire Department. 
The fire department responded 
to the call about 6:30 a.m. Boyne 
City called East Jordan and 
Charlevoix Departments for 
assistance in fighting the blaze. 
About 600 gallons of water were 
used to knock down and put out 


the fire. 

Virefighters were on the scene 
until about 11 a.m. 

Selissen said he hopes to be 
open sooner, but that would 
depend on how soon the contrac- 
tors can do the work. He said he 
had just finished remodeling the 
bar area last year, adding cedar 
to make the bar more attractive. 
He said the remodeling due to the 
fire would be more extensive 
than his previous remodeling as 
he plans on making some major 
changes to the location of the bar 
and the seating area. 

“I had planned on doing some 
remodeling in a year or so, but 
this is not the way I wanted tosee 
it being done,” Selissen said as he 
looked around the fire damaged 
area. 

Selissen said he was thankful 
for the amount of fire insurance 
he carried on the structure as he 
figures it will cover most of the 
costs of rebuilding.

Summer resident, Allen, retires 


State Court of Ap- 
peals Judge Glenn S. 
Allen Jr., longtime 
Charlevoix area 
summer resident, will 
retire from the state's 
second highest court 
March 1 after serving 
on it for 13 years and 
winding up a lifetime 
of public service. 

Allen, who owns a 
former schoolhouse 
on Boyne City Road, 
and has been coming 
to Charlevoix since 
1916, will leave his 
post as one of six 
judges representing 
the Appeals Court's 
66-county District III, 
which stretches from 
Benton Harbor to 
Copper Harbor. 

Allen was first ap- 
pointed to the court 
by Gov. William 
Milliken in 1974, and

Wolverine’s executive vice 
president and general manager. 
“Even*though we desire to 
relocate our headquarters 
facility in order to have our total 
operation in one central location, 
we currently plan to remain in 
Boyne City for an indefinite 
period.” 

Wolverine had originally plan- 
ned to begin operations this past 
year in a new 10,000 square foot 
headquarters facility in Cadillae, 
adjacent to the cooperative’s 
energy control center.

pany (Boyne City), Tri-County 
Electric Cooperative (Portland), 
and Western Michigan Electric 
Cooperative (Scottville). 


BC hires auditor, 
Talks more 
on water breaks 


Boyne City commissioners ap- 
proved the hiring of Hill, Wood- 
cock and Schroderus, a Petoskey 
CPA firm, to audit the city books 
for another year witha cost not to 
exceed $9,950. 

The commissioners also hired 
the firm to audit the books 
covering many of the federal and 
state grants the city has gotten 
for an additional $2,400. 

City commissioners also heard 
their weekly report on the num- 
ber of watermain breaks city 
crews have had to repair. The 
city has had 79 breaks so far this 
year. 

“This is just one of the 
reasons," City Manager Randy 
Frykberg said, “that we need to 
have the bond issues passed so 


problems are coming from 26 
percent of the city. 

Basil Moore, head of the city 
crews, said the city has gone 
through what would normally be 
a year’s supply of gravel filling 
the holes after the crews have 
puta patch on the broken line. 

Frykberg also told the com- 
missioners he called other cities 
in the area to see how many 
watermain breaks they repaired 
last year. He told the com- 
missioners those cities had about 
one third of the number yearly 
we have had in the first two mon- 
ths of this year. 

In other comments, 
Evangeline Township Super- 
visor Bessie Van Dorn asked the 
city what they were planning as 


won two successive

Allen has devoted 
more than 46 years to 
public service, win- 
ning his first public 
election as a 
Kalamazoo city com- 
missioner in 1941. He 
has run-in 15 
municipal and state 
elections, winning all 
but two.

In the early ‘60s, 
Allen was chairman of 
the Citizens for 
Michigan (CFM) 
Committee for con- 
stitutional revision to 
rewrite the state's ar 
chaic and complex 
constitution through 
a constitutional con- 
vention (“Con Con"). 
In 1961 Allen was 
elected a delegate to 
“Con Con.” 

Allen served four 
consecutive terms as 


mayor of Kalamazoo 
from 1951-59, and 
while mayor, 
Kalamazoo won 
national honors as the 
first city in the nation 
to build a permanent 
downtown mall. 

A Kalamazoo 
native, he was first 
admitted to the state 
bar in 1939. His first 
job was as a law clerk 
for the Michigan 
Supreme Court. 

He was drafted in 
1942, and as a 
graduate of the Judge 
Advocate General's 
School, he served as 
assistant Judge Ad- 
voeate in the 94th In- 
fantry Division and as 
one of General George 
Patton's legal ad- 
visors during World 
War Il. 

While still serving 
in’ the European 
Theatre in 
Czechoslovakia, he 
won a post as vice 
mayor of Kalamazoo, 
losing the mayorship 
by only six votes, 

Allen earned his 
law degree from 
Columbia University 
Law School in New 
York. He also atten 
ded Kalamazoo 


College and Amherst 
College in Amherst, 
Mass. 

Allen has received 
numerous awards 
during his long 
career, including the 
Distinguished Alum- 
nus Award from 
Kalamazoo College in 
1986, and the Harlan 
Fisk Stone Prize for 
outstanding trial 
procedure from 
Columbia University. 

Allen looks forward 
to an active 
retirement. He will 
open a private office 
March 2 in the 
Michigan National 
Tower in Lansing 
where he plans to 
practice law on a 
limited basis, and ac- 
tively engage in com- 
munity activities. He 
also plans to teach at 
one or more local 
colleges, and from 
time to time, be called 
back to the Court of 
Appeals for other 
judicial assignments, 

Allen and his wife, 
Marjorie, also look 
forward to spending 
time at. their home in 
DeWitt and property 
in Charlevoix and 
Mackinac Island.

(Under authority of Act 230, PA. 1925, asamended) 


OPEN SEASONS AND CATCH LIMITS ON PIKE, 
WALLEYE, SAUGER AND MUSKELLUNGE 


Under the authority of Section 4, Act 280, P.A. 1925, as amended, 
being 300.4 of the Michigan Compiled Laws, the Natural Resources 
Commission, at its October 10, 1986, meeting, adopted the following 
order to become effective April 1, 1987, and remain valid for a period 
of five years until March 31, 1992. This order supersedes the order of 
May 17, 1985, CFI-112,85., 

It shall be unlawful to take the following named species except 
within the open seasons and daily limits as prescribed below: 


Open Season: On walleye, sauger, northern pike, and muskellunge 
(including tiger muskellunge). 

Region I: All Upper Peninsula waters including the surrounding 
Great Lakes and connecting waters not otherwise closed to fishing 
shall be from May 15 through March 15. 


Regions I] and II: All Lower Peninsula waters except the Great 
Lakes and connecting waters not otherwise closed to fishing shall be 
from the last Saturday in April through March 15. 


Regions II and III: The Great. Lakes and connecting waters shall be 
open year around; except that muskellunge in Lake St. Clair, and the 
St. Clair and Detroit rivers may be taken only from the first Satur- 
day in June through December 15of each vear. 


For the purposes of this order, all drowned river mouth lakes such 
as Manistee Lake, Lake Macatawa and Muskegon Lake are con- 
sidered as inland waters and are subject to inland water regulations. 


Daily Catch Limits: Statewide limits shall be five (5) singly or in 
combination for largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye and 
sauger and northern pike; the daily catch limit on muskellunge is one 
(1) (ineluding tiger muskellunge) except that the daily cateh limit on 
Lake St. Clair and the Detroit and St. Clair rivers shall be six singly 
or in combination for largemouth and smatimouth bass, walleye, 
sauger, and northern pike when the catch includes at least one 
walleye or sauger. And except that the daily catch on Lake Erie shall 
be 10 singly or in combination for largemouth and smallmouth bass, 
walleye, sauger, and northern pike when the catch includes at least 
five walleye or sauger.
